According to source, 
Tvan Neantu was asked by Sarkissian to use his contacts in order to obtain 
employment in foreign companies such as Tapline (Trans-Arabian Pipeline ; 
Company) and IPC (Iraq Petroleum Compmy) for merbers of the Patriotis Aroup .
